(Editor's Note.: This is the sec­ 
ond of a series of articles that will 
appear upon Comanche County’s 
fruit possibilities. An effort will 
be made during this year to get a 
number of people to grow' black­ 
berries, as it is a crop of unlimited 
possibilities.) 


The photograph above is within 
itself a work of art, but the sub­ 
ject from which the photo was 
made is a work the result of eight 
years consistent and painstaking 
effort on the ¿»art of Less Dillard 
and N. L. Clark. 
The berries were brought from 
New Mexico originally and given

ed of them and put out one acre. 
At that time he was producing 
what he called “ The Dallas Black­ 
berry” and his experiment showed 
him that the new berry would 
yield five times as much as “ The 
Dallas Berry 
and would be much 
larger. 
Mr. Dillard then began a careful 
upbreeding of his crop, immediate 
ly dgstroyim* a poor yielding vim* 
and getting all his plants from the 
higher productive ones. A careful 
practice of this now gives him, we 
are frank to say, the best blackber­ 
ry on the Texas market today for 
several reasons. 
First they are a much better 
flavored berry than the ordinary 
ones, being much sweeter, 
and 
they are larger with far less seed 
than the other varieties. 
Thu, is 
shown by the experience of Mrs. 
O. R. Houghton who vouched the 
information that upon making a 
crate of them into jam recently 
that all the seeds could be placed 
on a saucer. This was the refuse 
of six gallons. 
Now as to Mr. Dillard’s Crop. 
It consist of about six acres, 
part of which is bearing the first 
year’s crop. Two acres are eight 
years old; one acre is six years 
old; one acre is four years old; 
one acre two years old and one is 
a year old and bearing its first 
crop and it is from these year-old 
vines that the berries in the photo 
above are made. 
For uext year 
Mr. Dillard expects to add another, 
his last acre, one-fourth of which 


will bear next year. 
As to Cultivation. 
The vines are planted six feet 
apart in cheeks so as to be easily 
plow'ed. 
They an; kept perfectly 
clean by plowing both ways with 
24-inch heel sweep. 
The land is 
deep sand and never needs to be 
broken, so that the plow may go 
under the runners of the vine and 
save hoeing. 
Hoeing is scarcely 
ever necessary. Pruning is the big 
job of the cultivation and needs to 
be done three times yearly. Dur­ 
ing the early fall the old vines 
must always be cut away and the 
new shoots cut back. This keeps 
the vine low and well bunched. 
(They are never waist high.) So 
that picking may be made casj 
and the berries grow larger and 
in clusters. 
Derry picking with 
Mr. Dillard is but 
little harder 
than cotton picking, for often a 
hand full of berries will be in a 
cluster. As to the pruning making 
the berries larger we give this il­ 
lustration. A vine will produce a 
given amount of berries by meas­ 
ure or weight; say for illustration 
two quarts. If the vine is large a 
great many berries will be made 
but they will measure two quarts. 
If the vine is properly cut baek the 
vine will have fewer larg»* berries 
which will measure the same two 
quarts. 
Now, as to Yield. 
Mr. Dillard will from his field 
this year likely market 1000 crates 
of berries. These he sells for $2.00 
per crate; a gross 
income 
of 
$2,000. It costs to pick and crate 
the berries (36c for picking and 
25c for the crate) 61 cents per 
crate. 
Mr. Dillard estimates tnat 
39c is pay for selling or shipping, 
whichsoever may be. 
and 
this 
makes the total marketing cost 
reach $1.00 per crate. 
This nets 
him $1.00 per crate, or on his 
field a total of $1,000 clear, a profit 
of $166.66 per acre. 
This year’s crop is good; not a 
bumper crop, however, but above 
average. Asked as to whether or 
not this crop has ever failed. Mr. 
Dillard says that he hasn’t made a 
failure yet, and that the only thing 
that will really ruin the crop is 
hail, which fortunately has never 
struck him bad enough to cut his 
crop to half. 
As to MarksU. 
Mr Dillard finds no trouble in 
securing a market for his crop. 


Last year his principal shipping 
was to Brown wood where he мою 
ш competition with 
the

berries, which were well known, 
and he found that his berries read 
ilj sold at 50 cents per crate above 
them. This year his main shipping 
point is to Dublin. Though Hamit- 
ton, San Angelo, Brady and other 
points eoine in for 
their share. 
Asked if increased acreage would 
hurt his m a r k e t , Mr. Dillard said 
that if sufficient acreage could be 
pluuted to load a ear at stated! 
days the market would be much 
better and that there would be « 
demand for the berry for all that 
could be raised. 
As to Labor. 
The berry patch should he pick | 
ed ©er eer\ Other da> if p ossj 
ble, alid as the season lasts four j 
weeks this means much picking, 
His field this year used fro m 20 to 
30 pickers, some being hope, girls., 
men and women and this was not 
sufficient to remove the crop in a 
day’s time. On Monday, dune 1. 
the tile visit of the editor was 
made, the pick**rs in covering the 
field on»* time got 113 «rates on 
Monday and 50 or more next morn­ 
ing, just covering the field 
one 
time. 
Ifid erates or 978 gallons; 
and his picking labor costs for that 
time $40.78. 
Possibilities to County. 
The berry crop is one of great 
possibilities to the county should 
it be taken up extensively, for not 
only would it be a money-making 
crop, but a 
money distributing 
crop, because so much is paid ont 
for labor. Figured on the basis of 
Mr. Dillard’s yield, a 105 acre 
crop would yield 16,000 eratea of 
berries and the picking expens«

As to Knowledge of Culture. 
To successfully cultivate and in­ 
telligently market the 
crop re­ 
quire* some knowledge, but that 
this can be secured by the average 
man is shown in no better way 
than by Messrs. Dillard & Clark 
thiaBaeivM. 
The writer has per­ 
sonally known both these men all 
his life, and easily recalls when 
Mr. Dillard knew nothing of her* 
ry culture or gardening, and if 
Mr. Clark did he never said much 
about it. These men had no one 
to show thme, but the man who 
takes berry culture now can ae 
cure much information from them. 
As w e said in tin* beginning the 
purpose of this article is to show 
what may be done in berry cul­ 
ture and to increase berry culture 
in the county. Mr. Dillard knows 
that tin* acreage will be increased 
this year and is raising plants a c ­ 
cordingly to sell at tin* priee o f 5 
cents p. r vine or $40 per thousand, 
ll takes 1210 vines to plant an acre 
in six-foot checks, but in event a 
man starts on a small scale he cun 
in a year get for himself all the 
plants he wants. 
W e respectfully urge tin* plant­ 
ing of these berri. s and it would 
be a poor thinker who, a f t e r look­ 
ing at them and noting how' full 
the vines arc and how' few berries 
fill the plate, would not realize the 
fact tha tthese arc as good berries 
as ever exhibited here. 
Berries arc profitable. They are 
a sure crop. These facts will bear 
inestigation on the part of think- 
in people.

Editors note: 
In compliance with a request 
of Mr. Jaynes that he write an 
article on digging and care of 
Irish potatoes he kindly wrote the 
following article. 
I have tried several ways of try­ 
ing to keep irish potatoes and the 
following plan is the most success­ 
ful. Dig ju»t as soon as they are 
mature, don’t wait until tops die. 
When the ground is dry the heat 
will soon infect them so they will 
rot as soon as they are dug. Dig 
early in the morning, don’t alow 
the sun to shine on them in the 
field. Sack your eating potatoes 
and place them in coolest dark 
place you can find. An inside bin 
in the barn where none of the 
walls are exposed to the sun is 
good. Where they are exposed to 
the air and light they swivel up 
and sprout. 
The seed for your 
fall crop about last of July put 
them out under a good shade tree 
so the sun will not shine on them 
from 9a. iu. to 4 p. m. and cover 
lightly with old sacks or hay and 
keep damp until sprouts start anil 
then plant them on well prepared 
land and you wiH raise seed for 
another year beside your eating 
potatoes this fall and winter.
